HOW THE AIRSHIP WAS 


BROUGHT DOWN. 


The inquest on the bodies of the crew 
recovered from the ruins of the Zeppelin brought 
down in the early hours of Sunday morning at 
Cuffley took place on Monday afternoon in & 
little inn within a hundred yards of the spot 
where all that was left of the airship stood. 
Despite the crowd still invading this peaceful 
countryside, there was little to interrupt the 
customary routine of such proceedings, and 
had it been an inquiry into the sudden demise 
of an old inhabitant of the ‘gos probably 
gteater personal interest would have been dis- 
played than that in this case. At the outset 
the Coroner took the jury to inspect the bodies, 
or all that was left of them. Fifteen charred 
and broken bodies lay im coffins inside a little 
chapel at the edge of a field, where a crowd 
stood around the wreckage. 

The Court having been opened, 

A young flying officer came forward, 
and stated that he was on duty at his head- 
— on Saturday night. e was not on 

ying duty. He saw a Zeppelin coming over, 
and one of the flying officers in his squadron 
went up. He did not go up personally. Wit- 
ness added that all the officers in his squadron 
who had machines went up. He had not a 
machine. He saw the anti-aircraft guns firing 
shrapnel at the Zeppelin, which came in the 
direction of Guffley. e heard bombs drop and 
anti-aireraft guns firing. There was a lull in the 
firing for thfee or four minutes. The airship 
then suddenly burst into flames and dived down. 
Witness continued—The commandin officer and 
I came out in the squadron car. he journey 
took about fifty minutes, and we arrive about 
a quarter-past three. We found in a field at 
the back of the Plough public-house the wreck- 
age of a burning Zeppelin. Police and special 
constables were arrivin and they threw 
buckets of water on it. ne commanding officer 
then went away, and left me in charge. When it 
got sufficiently lightsome we picked out the bodies 
of the airmen. 

The Coroner—Were there any means by which 
you could identify the bodies? 
Witness—None whatever.

Was there any clothing left, beside that which 
we have seen? There was a commander's coat 
and bad 6, but no name on it.

Witness—Yes Xthere were bits, but there was 
nothing distinctive. I cannot tell you ‘anything 
else in connection with the bodies; they were 
burned and eharred. 

Acting Sergeant Jesse Whats, Metropolitan 
Police, stationed at Cheshunt, said that about 
3 a.m. on the 3rd inst., in company with two 
other officers, he arrived at the place where the 

lin fell. 
The Coroner—Was it in flames? 
W itness—Yes, and wrecked. 
Witness added that he saw 
bodies near the ropeller. They were 
all burning, and und down by wire. 
He threw buckets of water over them, and then 
extricated them. The first had his head towards 
the propeller. His legs were burned off, and 
his arms also up to the elbows. ‘The other two 
were lying on their stomachs, facing the other 
way. He laid the bodies by the hedge. The 
first man was recognisable, but the other two 
were not. 
The Coroner then said the jury would have 
to find their verdict on the bodies of the sixteen 
unknown men. The evidence, he added, will, I 
think, take you so far as. to say

The cause of their death it is impossible to ascer- 
tain exactly, but there can be no reasonable 
doubt that these men lost their lives in a raid- 
ing expedition to this country, and died in conse- 
quence of their airship being attacked by our 
soldiers, our aircraft men, and the men in 
charge of anti-aircraft guns. They died in con- 
sequence of the machine falling with them. 
The Foreman of the Jury—lIs there any doubt 
that the Zeppelin was brought down by an aero- 
plane ? 
The Officer—There 
about it. 
The Coroner then framed the verdict as fol- 
lows:—" That, on the 3rd day of September, 
sixteen unknown German airmen were found 
dead in a wrecked German Zeppelin airship in a 
field near the Plough Inn, Cuffley; secondly, that 
the Zeppelin was brought down by the fire of 
a British aeroplane, manned by Lieutenant 
Robinson, of the Royal Flying Corps. The cause 
of their death was injuries the result of the 
destruction of the Zeppelin.” 
The jury agreed to this verdict. 
The Coroner—For the purposes of my certifi- 
cate, I shall have to state the ages of these 
men. They appear to me to be all over thirty. 
he Officer—I should say they are at any raie 
all over twenty. 
The Coroner—I should think this is a job for 
which they need to be caught young. He added 
that he had been in communication with the 
authorities, and the deceased would receive a 
military funeral w the nearest cemetery. 
It was finally eed that the Coroner's order 
for burial should sent to the War Office.

Srr,—A statement has been made, and re- 
ported in several Irish newspapers, that “ the 
Government intend to pay 7s. 8d. m the £ to 
authorised wool-buyers who go into the country 
to buy wool from farmers.” This is quite in- 
correct. It appears to have originated in a 
misconception of orders issued in En: gland, under 
which English merchants are to receive jd. 
(seven-eighths of a penny) per lb. of wool in 
return for their services in handling, casing, and 
Storing it. As a matter of fact, the payments 
made to recognised merchants in Ireland, in 
proportion to the value of the wool | 
by them, do not amount to a fifth of 7s. 8d. 
in the £. Out of this they have to meet 0 

handling, casing, and
